Through this they percolate 
water and then evaporate the tiltered 
water by boiling, obtaining a fairly 
white salt composed of a 'very small 
amount of chloride of sodium and a 
very large amount of chlorate of potasb 
and other salts. Prior to the advent of 
tbe traders and the missionaries this 
was the only salt ttaey bad to satisfy 
the natural envinff of a vetataWa eat- 
ing people.

The one Hved star yean in 
St. Helena, tbe other eight yeara at 
Frle«lrlchsruh, each "eating out bis 
heart." If ever there were men who 
ought on the sui)po»ition to have be»»u 
killed by the total suspension of their 
activities, these two ought to have 
been, but It would be extremely diffi- 
cult to ahow that they war*. Though 
Napoleon was no more than flfty-tbree, 
yet it was the speritlc disease of cancer 
of the stomach of which he died, and 
the connection between bis exiled lone- 
liness and tbe direct cause of bis death 
does not seem very apparant On the 
other hand. RIsmarck at tbe age of 
seventy-five, when he wos dismissed 
from the < liiini i llorshlp, could not have 
had a likclilioo<l of more prolonged 
years than he actually achleve<l out of 
olttce even if be bad continued in oflice 
until tbe end. A wise man if not too 
dysi>eptle will never loae touch with 
actual life. There are old men with 
young hearts, and the elder when ho 
ims a young heart is perhu is the mo*-*; 
delightful type humanity can show vt.
